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INTRODUCTION. 

One of the main functions of the Teclinological Laboratory is to 
undertake spinning tests on -Indian cottons. ■ Upto 1929, these tests 
were mostly confined to samples supplied by cotton breeders and agricultural 
officers -of .the Provincial Agricultural Departments. These samples 
represented either new varieties which ; 4 r ere under trial or cottons grown in 
connection with such field experiments as the effect of different amounts of 
irrigations, different rotation of erop$, different dates of sowing,, etc., etc. 
As most of the samples tested at^the Laboratory fox the Agricultural 
Departments are in the experim^ntaMtage, the results of the tests made on 
them are not published for general information, but are communicated only 
to the departments concerned. There was, however, a general feeling that 
the work of the Laboratory should be made more directly useful to. the trade 
and the industry, and it was felt that this purpose could be achieved by 
carrying out spinning tests on such samples of representative trade varieties 
as form the bulk of the Indian cotton crop. In order to meet this general 
desire arrangements were made with the East India Cotton Association, Ltd., 
Bombay, for the supply of fair average quality of different trade varieties of 
Indian cotton on which spinning tests could be made at the Laboratory, so 
that the results of- these tests could be broadcast for general information. 
These tests were’ first made on the 1929-30 crop, and have since been repeated 
on the same varieties without a break in the past seven seasons. The samples 
for these tests arc selected by the Standards Committee of the East India 
Cotton Association, who also veiy kindly value them and give their opinion 
regarding tlieir staple, .class, regularity, strength, etc., etc. The tests on 
these samples are-made Hvith two objects. In the first place they place in the 
hands of the trade and the industry reliable information regarding the waste 
losses and the spinning performance of the chief representative types of 
Indian cotton. This information is available not only to mcr.diants^und 
spinners in India, but also to those in the foreign countries who import a 
considerable fraction .of the India.il- cotton crop. . Thus, the consumers of 
.‘Tndijpi .eattons, both in India aiid abroad, obtain reliable information regard ing 
..the spinning quality of the different styles of Indian cottons in each season. 
‘‘ In the second place, as these tests are made year after year on samples of fair 
average quality selected by an expert and authoritative body like the 
Standards Committee of the East India Cotton' Association, the- results. ; of 
these tests taken over a number :of yeaxs are useful in showing whether .any 
particular variety of cotton is maintaining its quality or showing signs of 
improvement or deterioration. If any particular' variety is found, over a 
number of years, to show signs of steady deterioration, which is -outside the 
seasonal fluctuation, then it is possible to undertake- an investigation into the 
causes of this deterioration and to adopt the necessary remedial'-measurgs.- -It 
is clear that, in the absence of any reliable data obtained under definitely 
known and' reproducible conditions on samples of fair average quality, it 
would not be possible to lay down definitely whether or not any particular 
type is showing signs of deterioration, and such may take place in a variety 



without being detected for a number of years. The following is a list of

At the same time ns the foregoing arrangement was made with the 
East India Cotton Association, Ltd., Bombay, it was also arranged with the 
Bombay Millowncrs’ and the Ahmednbad Millowncrs’ Associations, that 
some of their mill members would kindly supply to the Laboratory samples 
of early arrivals of different varieties of the Indian cotton’i&rop. The object 
of making these tests was to place in the hands of the industry information 
regarding the waste losses and the spinning performance of different trade 
varieties in the early part of the season in order to enable the consumers to 
decide which of these cottons would be suitable for their mixings. These 
tests were begun in 1930-31, and have been continued upto the present season. 
In view of the fact, however, that sometimes a mill-using a particular style 
of cotton in one season decided not to purchase the same style in the following 
season, a certain amount of discontinuity has occurred in some of these 
^Yarieties.-^-’Howeyer, so far as possible, efforts have been made to obtain, 
in each ’season, samples of .the same varieties so that the results of tests in the ■ 
successive seasons may be 'comparable. As regards the valuation of these 
samples, this was kindly done by the Grader (Major Ellis Jones), upto 1931-32, 
but in the'following seasons the mills supplying the samples were requested 
to furnish' their own valuation reports. The following is a list of the cottons' ’

The plan followed in presenting the results of tests on these cottons 
is very nearly the same as that adopted in the Technological Reports on 
Standard Indian Cottons. Each technological report gives the grader’s 
valuation report, spinning master’s report, and the table of spinning test 
results which show the waste losses, ^umber of yarn breakages in the ring 
frame, the actual counts spun, the results of the lea test and the ballistic test, 
actual number of turns per inch, front roller and spindle speeds, drafts 
employed, estimate of yarn neppincils and yam evenness and the physical 
conditions of temperature and humidity prevailing in the spinning room and 
the yam testing room. There is, however, this difference between these 
reports and those on the Standard Indian Cottons that as fibre tests were not 
made on these trade varieties, these reports do not contain the fibre test results, 
nor any attempt has been made to summarise the results in the form of 
‘ remarks.’ 

The supply of these samples together with the valuation reports haB 
not been free from a certain amount of extra work on the part of those who 
have very kindly co-operated with mo in these tests. My best thanks are 
therefore due to the members of the Standards Committee of the East India 
Cotton Association, Bombay, and its office-bearers and to the mills supplying 
the samples. My thanks are also due to Major Ellis Jones for valuing some of 
the samples, to Mr. R. P. Richardson for supervising the spinning tests and 
to Mr. Y. Venkataraman, for assisting mo in the compilation of the test rcsnlfc 
tables.
